The California Public Utilities
Commission Friday set July 21
as the date when publie hearings
will bégin on the application of
[Southern California Gas Com.
|pany for a $6,000,000 increase in
rates,

The company secks to bring
itg rate of return after all ex-
penses to 6,16 per cent from 5.85
per cent, which was found rea-
sonable by the Commission in
1952, Increased cost of out-of-
state gas together with addition-
ai expense for distribution were
glven as reasons for the re-
quest,

Add About 270

According to company estl-
mates, the proposed boost would
add about 27 cents a month to
the bill of the average house-
holder in Los Angeles,

Since Feb, 1, 1050, the com:
pany has asked for approximate-
ly $30,600,000 in rate increases
and received $18,647,000, A total
of $8,057,000 was authorized
carly last year, including an
‘offset” Increase of $4,946,000 to
compensate for higher costs of
Texag gas.
